In 
the Copenhagen area we have quite an 
activity on 2 meters with surplus taxi- 
radiotelephones and | think we will have 
some RTTY activity soon in some of the 
‘X-tal channels.

Hell there. . . 

Well, this is how it was. On the night 
of November 5th an hour or so before mid- 
night we received a landline call from 
Arthur, W1WL, up in the Boston area with 
the astounding news that FB8ZZ on New 
Amsterdam Island was QRV, Arthur re- 
ceived the information in a QSO with 
George, I1CQD. George had worked the 
station earlier and wanted to get the news 
to Dusty. After Arthur's call we found 
Dusty on the usual evening frequency of 
3635 khz and relayed the information. In 
the few weeks following Gilbert was on the 
‘band almost daily from FB8ZZ on about 
14098 khz and commencing at about 17002. 
He did QSO many of the boys in Europe. 
However, for the stateside fellows it was 
another story. Gilberts signal was inverted 
much of the time, the shift was about 600 
hz., and he was sending and receiving on 
50 Baud only. This set of conditions pre- 
sents no problem to the boys in Europe 
and FB8ZZ is in the log of many of the 
RTTY’ers on the beam path, New Amster- 
dam to France. It is doubtful however, 
that many contacts were made with other 
areas particularly the states. This is a good 
example of the importance of having tun- 
able filters and making use of the range 
knob so you can get copy from an other- 
wise garbled transmission, However, if 
you do all this and get the copy we are 
still not permitted to transmit on 50 Baud 
so it requires the other station to do the 
same in order to print a 45 Baud station 
with some intelligence, Qs1’s for Gilbert 
to via F8US, 

As of November 16th, Larry, (K1LPS) 
commenced operation as KG6NAA and 
promises plenty of activity from Guam for 
at least the next six months. He started 
off by contacting WB6RXM who was quick- 
ly followed by ZL3HJ, IPET, and 
ZM2AFE/3.

Are You Identifying Properly 


Recently a number of amateurs have 
been cited by FCC monitoring stations for 
improper identification procedures. (See 
September 1969 QST, p. 10, and October 
1969 QST, p. 90) Are you idtenfiying your 
RTTY transmissions properly ? 

Under current FCC regulations, identi- 
fication of RTTY transmissions in the 3- 
to 30-MHz amateur bands is required to 
be given by International Morse code (you 
could use voice on 10 meters if you wish- 
ed, unless a future order moves RTTY 
operation to the lower 500 kHz of the band) 
at the beginning and end of each single 
transmission (or exchange of transmis- 
sions), and at intervals not to exceed 10 
minutes of a single transmission (or ex- 
change). No identificationis required on the 
teleprinter, and if such identification is 
given, it does not alleviate the require- 
ment for Morse identification. 

In addition, informal ‘ground rules" 
were set forth in an FCC order pertaining 
to Docket 15267 which eliminated the form- 
er dual identification requirements effec- 
tive August 10, 1964. The complete text of 
the FCC's accompanying letter appears in 
September 1964 QST, p. 82, and is quoted 
here in part. “This rule change will en- 
able licensees to employ automatic de- 
vices for telegraphic station identification 
by International Morse code. However, the 
transmission of the amateur call sign auto- 
matically at more than twenty or twenty- 
five words per minute and/or with a fre- 
quency shift of less than about 100 cycles 
would make identification difficult, espec- 
ially when monitoring from a mobile unit.

Licensees are advised, theretore, tnattor 
telegraphic identification they will be ex- 
pected to observe reasonable standards for 
code speed and keying methods. In the event 
that there are abuses in this area, the 
Commission will be obliged to set forth 
standards in the Rules."’ 

So as far as hf RTTY operation, we’re 
legal as long as we send our own call by 
Morse code at the beginning and end of each 
transmission or every ten minutes using 
either Al or Fl emission with a shift of 
100 Hz or greater, and at a speed of 25 
wpm or less. . .nothing more. Keyboard 
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identification is not required, but makes it 
convenient for those who may be only lis- 
tening. Sort of makes ‘*CWID FOLLOWS" 
seem ridiculous, doesn't it!
